It chen the threatenings of Gods word can 
terrifieus, and make us tremble and afraid to do thoſe things 
waich he. hath forbidden ;. or if waen we haue committed fin, 
they make us confefle it, and humble our (elves before God, this 
1s an undoubted coken of thefear of God. But if thou ſayelt 
thou fearelt God, and reyerencelt the XajzsRy of the molt High, 
and yer carelt not for his word, though. it threaten never fo 
much, nor for his judgements denounced by his miniſter : it js 
molt ſure that thou hait no fear of God in thy hearr, -Accor- 
ding as God complains by th®Propher Amos, thar if the Lion

This appeareth alſo by the examples of the children of I(- 
rael, which were in the Church of God, and the ſeed of Abra- 
han : for all che World beſide were heacheniſh, and the whole 
earth was overflowne with the ſea of Idolatrie, But theſe If- 
raclites were bur a while among the-Egyptians, and we fee 
how ſoone they were infeed wich thear diſcaſe-: But when 
God had puld chem our of that hill of: the world which was 
ſo tuffed with all ſuch abomination, and brought them in- 
to the wildernefſe where they were alone, and no people clſe, 
proyoke them to it: yet waen Moſes. that reltrained them

The third breach of 1t 1s Superſticion ; when one doth not-go 
to ſocks and tones, bur yer uſcth thoſe wayes and inventions 
in wortupping of God, which are not commanded of God in his 
word, but be devices of men, For Matthew 15.9. Chriſt faith, 
that they worſhip him in vain, teaching fir doitrines mens pre- 
cepts. If ithave no further beginning then mens brain, God 
will give no bleſſing to it: yea, he ſendsa curſe upon it; for cur 
ſed is he that adds any thing to the word of God ; God will add 
ſo much to his plagues, And the reaſon is, becauſe he makes 
himfelf wiſer or berrer than God, For if God be perfeRly wiſe, 
then he knew beſt what worſhip would pleaſe himſelf 2 and if he 
be perfectly go9d, then he would reyeal unto us, what ever he _ 
knew fit for us to praiſe, Again, it is a great injury offered to 
God, when we will let his deadly enemies, even our carnall reas 
ſon, and corrupt affeQtion, have the ordering and appointing of 
his ſervice rather than himſelf, 

"A King would think ic a great indignity, that his ſervants 
ſhould not yeeld to his direRion, bur ſome baſe perſon, that 
were aprofeſſed enemy, ſhould fer down what ſervice he muſt 
have, and in what manner he muſt be obeyed, who ſhall be his 
attendants, and what his provifion, Bur much more abſurd 
and injurious it 1s, that we will lec the wit and will of the fleſh 
beare the ſway in Gods worſhip, fortheſe two do joyn with 
the Devil, and are enmity ro God, And if we will have chis 
preheminence in our houſes, that our ſervants muſt do, as 
we bid them, not what they themſelves think good, (for he 
iS a good feryant that doth his maſters will, not his'own)) then 
why ſhould cot. we chink ic right, thar God muſt be Lord im his 
houſe ? and we mult do his ſeryice, after his appointment, and 
aot our OWNe |

tor their children, But inchis laying up of goods for them, ob-

Therefore lec a man deal more ſound- 
ly in ſuch caſes, that pertain to- the -peace of his Conſcience. 
"This hollow-hearcedneſs, and hypocrifie, in ſuchmatters,. will 
bring kim no.peace, Therefore ler no man hearken ro the Devil 
an his own fleſh, for his hurt 5 but reſtore chart which he bath 
defranded any man of by 1ll- means. If not,,. let bin know 
for a ſurety, whoſoever he be, thar there is no thriving by ſuch 
dealing. Sin is a poyſon infeRting both the. Soul, Body and 
Ettate : and unleſs 1t be purged out in time®$ will bring all to 
ruine. / 
Bur yer ſome objeCtions ſeem to ariſe ; firft, the-thing is of 
ſome price, and the perſon wranged is wicked, and would be wil- 
ling rotake the advantage, and follow the occao#to pur me to 
trouble and ſhame. Therefore here danger ſeemeth co reſtrain 
him, and he thinks 1t betrer co live in ſafery, rhan- to make Re- 
ſticutibn wich ſuch peril. Bur thovgh the caſe ſhall fall out chus, 
yet che law of reſtitution admits no ſuch exception.z One mult 
reltore : yer wiſdom muſt be uſed in this caſe, that both the par-

For this is 
moſt rightenus, and.orcunary comes to paſs, that none are more 
hardly cenſured, than they that are the bitrerelt & cagerelt cenſu- 
rers.And nove find leſs mercy from-God and men, than-they who 
have been the molt unmerciful judges of ther brethren. Alſo Roms 
I4. 4. Who art thox.that judgeſt another mans ſervant ? - Thereby 
ſhewing, chat when men judge caſhly, they do not only uſurp un- 
lawful authority over man; -bur alſo they rhiut themſelves into 
the-place of Ggd. How hateful and hurttul chis inward ſuſpition, 
and cuuſleſs miſdeeming is, may better appear by che cauſes from 
whence it ſpringeth. The ficlt is want of godly and Chriſtian love : 
As 1-Cor.13. Love thinketh not evil, but Lelieveh all things, hopeth 
all things.And theſe thar carry an ill affeQtion,will be ſure ro make 
an il-contiruQtion. As may he ſeen in the Phariſees quarrelling a- 
ozinſt, and ſtumbling atevery wordand work of Chritt, Mar.g.3.. 
When our Saviour ;;ronounced that his fins, who was fick of the 
pallie,were forgiven, they counted-him a blaſphemer.And in the 
eleventh verſe following chey condemn our Saviour for keeping 
company with Publicans and ſinners. Andin the thirty four verſe, 
when he had caſt out a Cevil; they charged him to be a conjurer, 
even confederate with the chief of che devils. Where's, if theſe 
& ſuch like works had been done by their own children or friends 
they.would have made-thoſe things marters of gre commenda- 
tions in them whom they loved, which.chey condemned as hai- 
nous crimes in him whom they hated. XY 
The next cauſe 1s want of wiſdom and good diſcretion, as 
Al; 28.4.The rude R:rbarians,ſeeing the Viper to hing on Pauls 
hand, judged him preſently chereupon to be a murderer. Which 
faulc alſo others of berter nore have fallen 'into. As El;ſeeing 
Hiumalong inprayer, and hearing no voice uttered, charged her 
with drunkenneſs. And Fob friends, beholding his extraordinary 
ome and paſhons, conclude, that he was an extraordinary 
nner.. 

The third cauſe hereof. is an ilt conſcience and guiltineſs in 
the judgers themſelves..

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mine. Thus, if any credit had been to be gotren, by ſparing the 
King and catrel, he would have had that to himſelf alone ; but 
now that nothing comes but ſhame and rebuke, - he leaveth ic for 
the people to divide among themſelves. 

And this accuſing is acoinmon thing amongſt all men : There 
is notche moſt ignorant & ſimple perſon of the ſhallowelt wit & 
Capacity, bur he 1s very ſharp and witty tofind an excuſe, he can 
Caſt abour and winde, and ſo cloak his fin, that hardly can any re- 
proof be fafined upon him. And men think (by ſo doing) co leſ- 
ſen their faulc:bu: in truth they do much increaſe 1r.For they have 
by theſe excuſes marked themſelves wich the brand of hypocrifie, 
and have mide their fault more odious to God arfd men. lc is a ve- 
ry ill thing when one hath wounded himſelf by fin, to go tothe 
devil for a medicine.He'is rhe worſt Phyfitian thac can be: and his 
wick is the worſt phylick in the wotld, for he will ſurely give 

em ſuch a potion,as ſhall make them worſe, and not berter. One 
may think that theſe excuſings be plaiſters, bur 1n cruch they be 
bur poyſons,that venom the ſoul a great deal more than before. 

- Thirdly, A man lies againk himſelf by accufing;as-when men in 
a kind of proud humility, will deny their gifcs, with an intent ro 
get more credit ; Alas, I have no gifcs,no wit no iearning,a ſimple 
ſcholler,& weak memoty,and ſuch like;contrary'to that one knows 
and thinks; Now this diſpraifing ones ſelf fallly, 15 not humility, 
bur tniquity,for one ſhould tmake himſelf neither better nor worſe 
thin'God hath made him. Butif he be drawn and called to give 
ceſtimony of himſelf, he oughtto ſpeak plainly, and uprightly, as 
the matrer is in truth. And now when they lie againſt rhemſelves, 
8 ſay they have no wit,no learning, no good parts,&c. if chen we 
{hould conſent & confeſs ; Indetd it is true, you ſay well,you have 
none of all theſe things ; chey would think ſuch a man did them 
great wrong, and ſcarce take him for their friend, For indeed his 
defire is,that others ſhould croſs himyand ſay ; Nay,ſay not ſo,you 
are an excellent man, worthy to be regarded,cc. And ſo he will 
 diſcommend himſelf long enough, if he can thereby provoke an- 
other'to commend him z for this rs ir which he delighreth to hear. 
But a man muſt neither wrong God, nor himſelf, in diminithing 
and concealing the things that'God 1n goodneſs hath given.hum ; 
he aughtnot todeny them bur to uſe them to Gods glory. And ſo 
' Come to:menfor works of mercy ; perſwade them to doped

diſtribute, and preſently in to complain how-poor theY 
be,what a great Charge «eb ney they have ined, 
and Lknow.not-whar ; whereas their own'ſoul beareth chemwit- 
neſs, that they are wealthy, and have much more chan many men 
that doa great deal more good'than themſe'ves. 

Theretore though a man do nerflander hisneighbour,yec if he 
flander himſelf, he is ro-be reproved as'alyar. Herein divers of 
Gods Chilaren fail much, intime of centation. Thoſe that have 
been, and are ſound andtrue hearted Chriſtians, if -chey havelolt 
their feeling a while,. and cannot find that rejoycing in God, and 
comfort in good things that in former times they hadgthen cones 
the accuſer of the brethren, Sathan chat old and ſubril ſerpent, and 
he flrive.h to-make them accuſe themſelves falſely :Oh-(faith he) 
if-you had been good indeed, and had born a trus hearero Godjhe 
would never have forſaken you thus; and given you over unto fuch 
a deadnels.. And then ( through weakneſs) Gods Children ate 
ready to joyn With the devil againſt themſelves, and to think. Ir 
13 true, ſure I was bur an hypecrite, and hollow- hearted : my for- 
mer comforts weredelufions and preſumpriens ; if they had beer 
true, I ſhould not have loſt chem. | But in-fo judging; you wrong: 
your (elf. Yowought roremember, that rentations benor truths, 
but faiſe accuſations, And therefore, if Sathan ſtrive ro accuſe,do 
you lirivetoexcuſe. And if he would caſt you down, by ſo ruch 


the more hfc.up your ſelf by reaſons out of Gods Word, and by | 


former experience tn your ſelf and other Chriſtians. For that is no 


good reaſon, Becauſe you have no feeling, therefore you have no - 


faith: and becauſe you have loſt the ſeafeof your 'comforr, there- 


fore1t was no.true comfort, this is ne trne'conclufion;”- For one + 
may loſe his teeling, and yer retain alively and effeAual faith :. 
Cant.5.1,.. And one may have the true comforter in his ſoul; "and 
yecfor a time'be withour ſenſe of comforr. As is to be ſeenamGur®:

Take heed therefore of making ſuch concluſions. For's rfaw-. 


may want the feeling of his faith, and cry and call again/and a-

For the feeling of, and mourning for the - 
want of faich,and the earneftand conftanc defireofit, is an infal» - 


lible ſign of faith. For this is'a fure-rute;tbar ſolong es one fectetli 
himſelf ſick, he is-not deads: .And* che-high eftimarion:of faith,

joyned wich a vehemene.defire theveof,jis a ſingular evidence tha 
there is a ſound and lively root of faith in our heare,Do not there- 
fore agree with the devil co perſecute your ſelf: fight againſt him 
and rake not-his part againſt your.own ſoul. You ſhall find heis 
ftrong enough alone, you had not need to joyn with higa bur ra- 
ther ler to reſiſt him, If one he once the child of God in-cruth,be 
.is ſo for ever : If once in favour of God, for ever inthe favour of 
God. Though out feeling alter, yer there is nochange in him, - 
Where he loves once, he loves unto che end, and world withour 
end. So much for breakipg ofthis Commandment, by ſpeaking 
that which is falſe concerning themſelyes. 
 Publike lan- Nowit follows concerning others: .and that is-eicher publike 
"der. or private. Publike, firſt, when the Magiſtrate or Judge paſſeth - 
=. falſe ſentence, in any cauſe that comes to be heard before him. 
This is a moſt hainousſin-;ifor ſo much as in himHteth, he goerh 
abour.to:make God alyar../- For he ftands in his place, and 1s his 
ſublticute and vicegerent here on earth: now then for him to bear 
men in hand,that that judgment which he givech,is the judgmenr 
of God, that ſetteth him there, when yer he knoweth ir 1s falſe 
and corrupt;z that is even to draw God to be the Author of alye, 
ſo much as -he can. -And this is-not only a wrong againſt Gods 
own Majeſty, and a ſhameful abuſe of the place wherein God hath 
ſer him, but it isan injury to the perſon thus condemned ; 1n that 
he bringeth a blot upon his name, and that wrongfully, and de- 
prives him alſo commonly of ſome commodity and benefic that 
of right did appertain unto. him. 

Herein alſo. many Advocates and Counſellors offend, when 
they-uphold and maintainan evil cauſe for theit fee. Though the 
cauſe be.never ſo bad, yet let the fee be good, and you (hall have 
one or other ightly that will poliſh his congue, and whet his wir, 

*©xover.a foul and naughty matter wich: many fair words, and 
make thar ſeem very good, which'indeed was, and flill is altoge- 
—- wicked. This is commonly counted wit;and heis a wiſe man 
k that knowerth how to ſet a good face upon a foul matter, and good 
colours upon an-ill cauſe 5 bur it is in truth alying and a publick 
Iſa.5.20, flander,and branded with a-catſe : Forthe Lord ſaith, Curſed be he 
that ſpraketh good of exil,aud evil of good.

A falſe witneſs ſhall uot be unpuniſhed, aid hethat fpeaketh lies ſhall wor - Y 
efcape : and Prov.21.28. A falſe witneſs ſhall periſh, and Prov6.19. 
he ſaich,that'the Lord doth hate and abhir « falſe witneſs that ſpeaketh 
| ties. Thieſe be moſt peſtilent and hurtful Vipers, and thele ing 
and do miſchief on every fide. Theſe perverethe Jyrers,deluderthe | 
Judge,do wrong to the cauſe, pur all our of ofder, and rurnall up- - 
fide down by their fal{hood, Therefore the Lord Dew. 19.19.hatt 
appointed, that theſe falſe wirnefles being convincedof their 
filſhood, ſhall themſelves bear the puniſhment, whroh ſuch a . 
fault had deſerved, and ſuch a perſen Thould-have ſuffered, if the - 
thing had been true. As he that wrongfully*accuſeth another of - 
theft, himſelf ſhould bepuniſhedas atheef, and he-that by bear- 
ing falſe witneſs ſeeketh-ro-rake away his neighbours life, ſhall 
himſelf be pur to death without-pity. Forſo God chargeth the -

worſe,becauſe it alwaies hurts three at once. Firft, he wounds the 
ſoul of him that receiverh the falſe tale ; for thereby his-hearr is 
poyſoned wirh an uncharitable conceir of his brother. The ſecond 
frokelighson the reputation of the patty rhusflandered, for 
his name hath a maim 1n-the account of the hearer. The laſt, and 
worlt, and greateſt blow he gives his own ſoul, which he in- 
fects with flinder, and makes his conſcience guilty of a lie. Theſe 
three mortal wounds, 'this lying tongue like a piercing {word, 
makes at one time.- Indeed he elcapes þeſt whois fallly Hlander- 
ed : for he bzipg innocent, - Go4 will heal his name, and bring 
forth his righteouſne(s as the Sun, -But the other two Wounds 
are more dangerous, - becauſe they light upon the ſoul , and more 
hard to be cured; becauſe they are tinsin the reporter and recel- 


Therefore it ſtands every man upon to take diligent heed that 
he raiſe up no nnjuſt report againſt any man, - Now the beſt way 
to keep himſelf from flandering, 1s.to make a covenant with his 
own ſoul, and to vow-with himſelf; nor ro ſpeak often of other 
mens faults. For he that giveth his congue liberty to be bufied a- 
bout this ſabje&,it cannot be avoyded, bur he ſhallflipinto ſuch 
ſpeeches, 'a$ will make a-greater breach into his brothers name, 
than he can eaſily repair again. He that will ſpeak toe often of 
o hers infirmities, cannot keep himſelf from doing them many 
injuries. Therefore the beſt way is to be ſparing in this kind of 
talk, Then alſo when one hath a-good calling, and juſt cauſe to 
ſpeak, ler him ſpeak diſcreetly, .in due time, and due place, and 
with good affetion: that ſome good may come by his words, 
that either the parcy may be brought to the fight and amendment 
of his fault; or elſe others may be edified, and belped againſt the 
like evils. Evermore, if one will diſcourſe of anothers faults, lec 
him be able to ſay, 1 ſpeakit to this good end, and this good uſe 
T hope will enſue of my ſpeech. _ Or if he can ſee no profir that 
will come by his utcring icylet him keep ft in till anwther time;lec 
him lay his hand upon his mouth, and ſay he hath gonefar enough 
already.Forif chere.can be no good uſe ſeen in revealing of it,they 
do.ſinfully that do not conceal it, Thus this Law is broken by un- 
juſt accuſing. polls 
It is next broken by unjuſt defending of wicked men, and bad 
uſe his wit, credit and teſtimony to grace 
| moſt 
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. moſt graceleſs perſens,and diſhonelt cauſes, This 1-condemned,

he that -condemeneth the jnſt, they both are abomination unto Gad. 
He ſheweth that this dealing, which men impute to a good na- 
ture, 1s even as abominable to God, as.if they ſhould condemn 
goodneſs and good men.. And therefore ſuch men be yo gai- 
ners, howſoever the world elieemeth of them. They carry a- 
way the credic with men, bur they are utterly our of credic with

people (ball-curſe him. So that it is evident by theſe teltimonies, 
thac they who do give unto the wicked, men ſuch praiſe and de- 
fence as is not dve unto them, do draw the hatred and curſe of 
GoJ and men onthemſelve;: and that molt jultly.For.chey diſho- 
nour God. by juſtifying Where he condemneth, as thouga they 
were more wiſe and merciful ihanhbe- And they keep the fin- 
ner from repentance, wheceunta, he might have been brought, 
if he had no patron for. his fan, but had received that reproof 
and corretion which was due-unto himand it, And alſo they do 
much hurt unto many others, by bringing:wicked men into efti- 
mation. and credit, For when ungodly,qzerſons are varniſhed 
with falſe commendations, they gec into: places and callings 
which they are moſt unworchy of, and moſt unfit for, and1o 
2re made able to do much miſchief, which they could not have 
done, if they had _ in their own colours. 'Anevidenr 
example hereof we have. in many ungodly and inſufficient Mini- 
ſters. If they can get ſome great. mans letter trocommend chem, 
then they,( in whom there is no worth, and who elſe ſhould ne- 


bs 


ver have. been admitted co the office of the Miniſtry ) are preſen- 
ly ſet over the Lords people, without any further-enquicie into 
them. And when they -are_once entred in by theſe 1tl means 
their whole proceeding is agreeable to their corrupt beginning, 
For they either ſtarve the people committed to their charge, by 
oiving them no food, or poyſon them wich corrupt food; So 
for matters in civil tare, when places of charge and importance 
are ( through falſe commendarions;), commigted to navghyy and 
wicked perſons, ordinarily they grow to be hurtful re-Church 
and Common-wealth, being inſotent and; burtheneus to all that 
live under them, Sothat the fooliſh Sndfalſeprailes are;buc ,9- 
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316, ' The wimth Commundment. 
ſome credit ro the woolf, that he may the more freely devour 
and waſte the flock: And all this miſchief ariſeth from the un- 
a lviſed extolling of unworchy perſons : therefore as one muſt 
not ſpeak of his neighbours faulr, bur 1n love, diſcretion, and 
upon good proof: {9 neither. muſt he ſpeak in his commendz- 
tions, but in wiſdome, and when his teſtimony 1s grounded on 
knowledge and judgment, And ſo much for giving our falſe 
ſpeeches. 

Now follows for receiving ; Which is a grievous fin before God 
as well as the former, For, he is not only 1n fault char invents lies, 
bur he alſo chat receives them, and gives credit to them, andis 
bold to ground his report to others upon them : and that both con- 
cerning others,and alſo concerning himſelf. To give ear to afalſe 
report<oncerning another, doth bewray a great want of love and 
ood afteRion to the name of our brother, and an ill diſfpofirion 
alſo in our ſelves, as may appear, Prov.17.4. The wicked giveth 
heed to falſe lips, and a lyar hearkgvs to- the nanghty tongue. Here the 


Holy Ghoſt chargeth the receiver of unjult reports to bea wicked 


perſ on, and alſo alyar. As if he had ſaid : He that is glad to hear 
falſe tales of other men, is anaughty perſon himſelf, - and bath a 
falſe andevil heart: for. if te had nor,. he would never entertain 
and approve of Lyes. And in Pſal.15. the Holy Ghoſt fe:s down 
this,as a difference betwixt 2 ſinner, and a true ſervant of God; 
That an upright man will not receive a falſe report againſt his- -- 
nejghbour, 

Many men that have nogoodneſs in-them, will not for their 
own credit ſake,and to ſave their honeſty (as we-ſay ) invent {lan- 
ders, and be the firſt makers and broachers of lyes : bue if ſome- 
1mpudent perſons will come and buzze in their ears ſome odious 
falſe tale againſt Profeſſors, they will preſently embrace it,it goes- 
for currant, they tell ir as confidently as if nothing could be more 
ſure, and areas glad of it, as if it were ſome very gainful and pro- 
ficable thing untothem. Theſe men now, chow they will catry 
the name of honefly, yet by the teſtimony of the Holy Ghoſt, 
they are wickedand ungodly perſons. Rev.22.15. heſaith, that 


- Without {f that 18, out of the Chutchof God )are dogs, and ſor- 


eerers, and whoremongers, and murcherers, and idolaters, and 


MWhoſoever loveth or maketh a lye. 


There be two broods here mentioned, and as it were twolit- 
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rers of theſe curſed lyars, Some beſo ſhameleſt, graceleſy,andim- 
pudent,that they delight to be coyning lyex,and buſie their heady, 
in inventing flanders, Others have more care of their own credir, 
and therefore Will nor be the firſt inventers of lyes : bur if anywill 
bring a falſe ſlander unto them, rhey' will be ready and glad co 
entertain and approve It, © It ſhall have both their good word and 
liking. _ | 

So the High Prieſts and the reſt of the Council would not 
themſelves invent falſe accuſations againſt Srephen.” They had nor 
yet utterly bardned their faces,nor quire caft offalþregard of their 
own eſtimation : bur when falſe accuſers had.brought a complaint,

This 
is the anſwer preſently ; I did not bring it up,” Tam nor the firſt 
that ſpake it, it was told me, and I had reaſon to believe it, and 
I thought it to be true. Did you hearit? Anddid youbelieve 
it upon the bare hearing ? Then you ſhew-your ſelt ro be afoo- 
liſh and finful.perſon.. For ſo ir 18 ſaid, Prov. 14.15. Thar « fool 
believeth every thing, but the prudent. man looketh well to his 
goings. And they that we ſo ready ro believe 2 falſe report againſt 
thetr brother, tell chem of any thing that is good, and then none 
are more hard of belief than they. Tell chem of char which may 
help them' oue of their ſins, and ſave their ſouls, they will noc 
regard it :- Bring, reaſon upon reaſon, 'and-never che nearer,” you 
can by no means perfwade thetn.: But bring falfe ware'to a 
fool, ſuch as hurts his own ſoul, arid;his brothers good name, 
and diſhonours God, and vmakes himſelf a 1yar ; thr is fir for 
him, 'this bargain is quickly made, he is very eafily brought ro 
credit ſuch matters : and why? 'Becauſe he is a fool, | lies are a 

Lay theſe inhis way, andhe is preſenclyrken, 
For as rhe Spirit of God is 2'Spirit of :rtuth, an rhat have

For would any. man be concenr,that another ſhould rake 
every flying report, and-uncertain rumour! concerning himſelf, - 
and give credit to it, and judgeill, and ſfeak ill upon fo ſlight 
occalion ? Would not one think he had wrong to be traduced ? 
Might he not juſtly ſay rhus to.che raſh reporter ; You ſhould 
h.ve tried out the matcer, before you had been carried away with 
it ; Yowſhould have ſearched whether ir were ſo or not ; talked 
and conferred with thoſe that could rell the certainty of"1r, be- 
fore you had publiſhed or given crecit-untoir. Is another then 
bound ro deal ſo with you, and is K not your duty to do ſo to. 
others ?: Muſt not we do as we wonld b2 done by ; and have the 
care of anothers name and credir, that we defire another ſhould 
have of ours ?- Therefore this is very injurious and- wrongful 
dealing, and thoſe that have this-way faln, mutt repent for 1t,and 
ask pardon : or. elfe they may look for the like meaſurefrom men- 
whiles they. live, and to be deprived of. eternal life when they 
die. ; 

Further, -hence we muſt learn to chaſe away fach as are buſes . 
badies. in diſcourſing of. other mens matters, as the Holy Ghoſt 
admoniſheth us: As the . North wind drvverh away rain, ſo doth 
@.4ngry Conntenance a ſlandering tongue, When the. Airs thick, | 
and the clouds do threaten abundance of. rain,: the+North wind - 
ariſeh,. purgeth-the Air, and- diſpels-.the clouds, and makes 
the coaſt clear :-So muſt a wife man bear ſuch gravity in-his 
countenance, 2s. that he may blow- away flattering ſlanderers 
when they come full fraught withlies, and ſuffer them not roun- 
Joad their naughty and lying Ruffe in} his ears.

For as we ſay of chefr; The r:ceiver makes the- 
thief;ſo it 15 alſo in-this caſe, The receiver makes the lyar.Forif the 
lyar could have no utterance of: his ware, and n» min would deal 
with him in ſuch craffick, bur ſhake him off wich ſharp reproofs, he 
would ſoon be weary of bis trade. .

Iris tranſgreſſed alſo, when one receives lyes concerning him- 
ſelf, whecher in flittery, or accuſation, In the former, Herod faul- 
ted, Ads 12. The fooliſh people hearing his eloquent orarion,and 
ſeeing his pothþand glory, would makea god of him : and 
they gwe him che applauſe,crying, The woice of God,and wt of man: 
now jo fits down by ir, and was very well content it ſhould be ſo 
ſpoken. Ir was a baſe and abje& thing for them ro goſo far in 

2trering, and it Was a great madnels in fm, ro take itto himſelf, 
and be glad of it. They played the fools roo much,in giving ſuch 
falſe and blaſphemoug praiſe : and he played che fool far more in 
receiving of 1t. 

So comes Tertwllus to Felix the Governour,, who (becauſe ke 
would curry favour with him, and have him ſerve histurn ) groſ- 
ly flatrers him to his face, ſaying : Sith we have obtained great qui- 
etneſs through thee, and that many worthy things are dowe unto this 
Nation through thy providence, 'we acknowledge it, moſt noble Felix, 
with all thanks.

an upgodly Tyrant, and knovs all his praiſes to be falſe':. yet che 

foolilh man ſwallows all, and was very willing te hear a teng c:= 
ralogue of falſe praiſes: ; inidoing whereof he linned grievoully. 

Therefore a man. muſt he content with thagpraiſe which Gods 

Word and-bis own warks dogive ; and neither ſeek for,' nor re- 

ceive any more. That which. Solamos ſaith-of a vertuous womin, 

every man mult obſerve of himſelf, Zr her works praiſe her, ſaith- 
Solomon, Prov.31,31. Sormultevery man be concent with that 

praiſe that he deſerveth, and-not ſo much look whar other men 

ſpeack, as what himſelf hath-done; . - - 

Therefore this condemns the fooliſhneſs of choſe: char will 
make- much of, and hearken-unto flatcerers,, and keep company 
wich fuch {laviſh perſons, as will be alwaies giving them unde-- 
ferved commendations, and:that alſe before their face. For when 
rheſeinchanters have: once b2witched them with cheir flatcertes, 
telling them that they deal wiſely , and cake a.good:courle, ,rhey- 
play the good hushands, and provide well for their family and 
pokerity :- then let Gods Miniſters reprove-them-as long as they 
will, and their faithful friends. admoniſh-them as much as they.

whom. Elſe never ſpeak of other mens faults, bur when we can 
. ſay, this profit will come, eicher rogive warning to others, that

fal of ones Bood chihgs beforthis face,unieſs ic be(when he is de- 
jected and too mnch depreſſed) to raiſe him up, Arid this we muſt 
obſerve in ſpeaking concerning others; |

From this thenzthat God here forbids'covering, we leirn that 
the firlt motion and inclination of the beartao any fin, though a 
man never yieid t9 ir,nor calt about how to bring ir 16 paſs,is afin 
And the reaſons are plain: firſt, becauſe God hath foib:dden it, 
As Paxl\(nth, he had not known luſt to be a lin, but that che Law 
ſaith, thow (halt xot [yſt.Heknew,'&-many hex hen men that never 
heard of Gods law, did-confels that the inward thoughts, joyned 
wich conſenr,and full purpoſe rodo them(if occaſion ſerved)were 
ſins.Bur for thoſe motions that did but(as ic were)paſs chrough the 
heart, and [tayed not there, and had no place of abode yielded to 
them, but were ſhut our.ſo ſoon as-they entred in, be could never 
have been perſiwaded thac theſe were faults, and provoied Gods 
wrath; bur thatche knew and believedehat the Law of God .con- 
demnad them.Secondly,if one examine theſe by that general rule 
Do as you would be done by:he ſhall ſee that they agree not wi h 
it.. For no man would bewilling to have .another man conceive 
che lealtflying concetr or thought thar might hurr him, though he 
never Went about toput it inpractiſe : and therefore alſo he mult 
be driven to confeſs, that it 15a (in in him, to have ſuch thoughts 
towards anather.Thicdly, if we confider the cauſe, whence theſe 
unſetled luſts do proceed, it will appear that chey are finful. They 
are fruits of Original hn, 2nd proceed from natural corruption : 
now who can draw a clean thing out.of that which is unclean ? 
there is not ane. Who can pull good fruit from off a bad tree?Be- 
ing then effes of our natural pollution that we received from 
Adam(for if he had continued in innocency,we ſhould have been 
perfect withoutany ſuch motion of the heart) they are ſinful, and 
make usliablerothe curſe and judgment of God. For, whatſoever 
cometh from fin, 1s fin. Laſtly, if the fruits hereof be marked ,
